M ilk on which cream failed to rise 
in a night has been condemned by a 
careful housekeeper, b u t on analysis 
proved to contain as much cream as 
milk from another dealer ou which a 
thick layer formed. 
The form er was 
a specimen of “ homogenized m ilk ,” 
now produced by forciDg the liquid at 
high pressure through One jets, thus 
breaking up the fat globules. 
Milk 
is essentially an em ulsion of 3% per 
cent of tat in 88,Vj of water, 
witn 
casein and other substances that have 
little to do with the separation of the 
fat as cream. 
The fat globules vary 
greatly in size—from 2510 to 15875 
being required to make a row an inch 
long,—and it has been shown that, 
while the largest rise at a rate of a 
little more than half áu inch an hour, 
the smallest ascend iifty times more 
slowly. 
In the ‘homogenized m iik ” 
the particles usually Hut larger than 
1-25,000 of au inch in diam eter, are 
too line to reach the surfaoe at all 
under usual conditions. 
With a steam consum ption of fifteen 
pounds per 
borse-power 
when the 
turbines are developing 05,000 borse- 
power, the boilers of the new Cunard 
steamship L usitania, it is calculated 
will have to evaporate each hour 135 
tous of water, wbiob will require hfty 
tons of coal--or 1200 tone per day. 
For an average trip of live davs the 
consum ption will be 6,000 tons. 
In 
this time the water evaporated will 
be 52,200 tons, and the weight of air 
required for the turuaces will he 84,­ 
000 tons. 
The geological survey’s d eterm ina­ 
tion of the highest and lowest land 
in the United ¡States is a fresh re ­ 
minder of the smallness of the verti­ 
cal range 
ot the habitable 
globe. 
These points are both in Southern 
California, only 75 miles apart, Mt. 
W hitney reaching a foot or two over 
14,500 feet above 
se a .le v e l, 
while 
Death Valley sinks 276 feet below the 
level. 
In recent experim ents the artificial 
feeding ot trees tnrougb incisions in 
their trunks has 
given remarkable 
results in restoring health and vigor, 
and in saving 
valuable 
specimens 
whose roots had been so weakened oy 
disease as to draw insufficient n o u r­ 
ishm ent from the soil. 
The death of 
many apple trees on the estate of M. 
Simon at Allaire, Prance, was traced 
to an affection of the rootlets. 
'J o 
treat diseased trees a tube was in sert­ 
ed through The bark of the stem to 
the layers having the sap-vessels, and 
liquid was supplied from a reservoir 
placed from three to five feet higher 
than the bole in the bark. 
An apple 
tree in bad condition absorbed a pint 
and a half, of water in tweuty-four 
hours, then 
two q uarts 
of liquid 
fertilizer containing fifty grams of 
sulphate of potash in twelve' days, 
and afterward d ilu te fertilizer includ ­ 
ing u ltrate of potash. 
The treatm ent, 
begun early in March was, followed 
by vigorous spring growth, and by 
Septem ber new twigs weie eight to 
ten inches long. 
O ther results show­ 
ed th at apparently dying trees m ight 
be restored. 
An attem pt to improve 
cabbages, cauliflowers 
and potatoes 
by the same process, using a 
per 
cent Eolution of common salt, gave 
products 
of 
exceptional 
size and 
flavor. 
Tests of 
the 
new 
English tires 
known as “ elastes,” 
indicate th at a 
set will ra n at least 
10,060 miles on 
a 24 horse-power 
autom obile, 
and 
th at 
they will reduce the 
expense 
for tires 
fully one-half. 
They are 
made by filling the ordinary 
covers 
of pneum atic tires with a heat-mixed 
com position of glue, glycerine and 
chrom ic salts. 
The m aterial so lid i­ 
ties in a few days into a soft rubber, 
forming a cushion for all roads, and 
having eutire im m unity from pu nc­ 
ture. 
In a novel electric clock of the 
Fiocadilly Tube, 
or subway, iu L o n ­ 
don, the three-foot dial is d irided 
into twelve sections of one m inute 
each, and the single hand tells the 
motor-mau how long the preceding 
train has been gone from the station. 
As a train leaves the clock starts, aDd 
continues to move forward u n til the 
uext train arrives.

depth of four feet in a bog at Magb- 
ery, C onnty 
Tyrone, 
IreiaDd, has 
been 
investigated 
by 
two British 
chemists. The exterior was white and 
granular 
and the whule mass had 
been changed to a kind ot wax, but 
it was concluded th at the lum p was 
originally butter, 
which had 
been 
placed in peat water for preservation 
or flavor and forgotten, and the d is­ 
covery of actual cow’s hairs confirmed 
the conclusion. In the bogs the butter 
is couverted into what is known as 
adipocere. 
Animal fats are frequent 
ly altered to thfd substance, 
which 
was iirst noticed 
in 1786 iu large 
masses where many tod ies bad been 
buried 
close 
together 
in a Pari: 
oemotery, and was described by F o u r 
oroy to the French Academy in 1789. 
One of the most successful uses yet 
made ot peat seems fb be iu tbe pro 
duction of gas. 
At the Nótala Bteol 
Works in ¡Sweden, peat gas has been 
employed for th irty years, aud from 
13,000 to 16,000 cubic yards of dry 
kueaded peat are consumed annually 
This gas, 
while somewhat more ex 
pensive than th at from coal, has tbe 
great advantage of containing little 
or no sulphur and phosphorus. 
Peat 
gas is reported to be used for heating 
in several places in Europe, and for 
glass-melting in somo furnaces. 
A curious 
idea just patented in 
Germany is tbe use of an egg shell as 
an incandescent gas mantle. 
I t is 
proposed to blow tbe egg, cu t off the 
two ends of the shell, and support 
the rem ainder around a gas-burner, 
preferably one using acetylene. 
This 
mantle, while supplying a very plea­ 
sant light, is claimed to be much teas 
fragile than those commonly em ploy­ 
ed.

Bee that the bed ot tbe ocean sinks at 
tbe tim e of 
an earthquake, which 
causes those great tidal waves, which 
threw the Spanish man-of-war into 
the hills above Acapulco and the U 
B. Steam ship Wateiee ou the coast of 
Africa, and 1 Relieve with him th at 
the coast line is invariably raised; 
but it always happens to tbe western 
coast. 
Now, X beg leave to offer other 
reasons lor the facts which may differ 
with F io t.’See. 
X appreciate the com plim ent paid 
to L»r. N ew ton’s discovery of gravita­ 
tion in 1687; and I believe th a t d is­ 
covery will explain the whole p heno ­ 
mena, 
and 
yet 
Dr. Newton 
like 
Columbus, died and never knew that 
he had discovered a world. ( 
1 believe th at many of the great 
mysteries of nature could be p rin ci­ 
pally 
attribu ted 
to 
the cause of 
gravitatiou, such as 
the light and 
heat ot the sun, the flow of tbe G ulf 
stream and Japaneso 
cu rrent, 
the 
earthquake aud tbe tidal wave. 
The 
g arrita tio n of the sun and moon in 
heir oourse around the earth has a 
trem endous pull on everything mov­ 
able or immovable. 
They attract an 
immense volume of water from the 
west coast of Atrica and pile it up on 
the east coast of America. 
The south 
half follows those lum inaries around 
Cape 
llo ru ; 
the 
no rth 
half 
is 
reservoired up iu the Carribean Bea 
and the G ulf of Mexico. Through the 
G ulf stream 
is the only way tbe 
waters have to get back to the coast 
of Africa. 
A bottle dropped in the 
G ulf stream has been known to find 
its way to the coast of Africa, and 
down the equator to tbe Carribean 
Bea, aud out again through the G ulf 
stream, th u s forming the connecting 
link in a chain of evidence. 
Now the molten m atter u n der the 
crust ot the eaith is a liquid, and 
when unobstructed will follow the 
sun and moon the same as the tides 
do. 
Water will oouduot heat faster 
from anything placed in it than any ­ 
thing else, consequently u nder the 
ocean has been cooled and hardened 
to a greater depth 
than under the 
land, thus under the eastern margin 
of the Pacitic ocean there is a range 
of inverted 
m ountains, 
which ob­ 
structs the flow of molten m atter iu 
its 
western 
oourse. 
The 
lifting 
attraction of tbe sue and moon raises 
the surface and makes room for this 
material. 
In time the strain becomes 
so great th a t tbe surface cracks with 
an upward motion. 
A counteracting 
strain somewhere nnder the sea causes 
another 
break 
with 
a 
downward 
motion, thus the great plank broken 
off, the shore edge rising, and tbe sea 
edge settling causes the earthquake 
and the tid al wave. 
T hat there is a 
continual 
flow 
of m olten 
m atter 
under the surface of tbe earth, aud 
that in the downward break of tbe 
crust in an earthquake, large q u a n ti­ 
ties of granite rock in fragm ents are 
precipitated into the molten m atter 
below i s . proved 
by the fact that 
whenever an eruption occurs, the lava 
is filled with fragm ents of granite 
worn smooth and round by erosion, 
and it would not be strange under 
this theory, as Prof. Bee asserts that 
tbe m ountains appear to be hollow. 
They may be likened to a 
blister 
drawn u nder the sk in ; th e m aterial 
which fills the space is not so heavy 
as the ¡skin above or the flesh below 
tbe boil. 
Then again bow can we 
account for 
tbe 
eastern 
coast of 
America settling several inches every 
hundred years only from the fact that 
tbe missing m atter has been diaw n 
west by tbe attraction of the sun and 
moon, and has b uilt up tbe Bierra 
Nevada and coa9t ranges of monn- 
taibs, for the tim e will come when 
Boston, will go down and take its 
place by A tlantis 
at the bottom of 
the sea. 
The Farallones are ejected 
from the outside break in tbe crust 
of the earth aud th e y -w ill iu turn 
become the coats range of m ountaiins, 
and other Farallones will be tbrowD 
up beyond and so on to the Bandwicb 
Islands. “ But the world does m ove.”

H JACKSON - - - CALIFORNIA 
Ban Franoisco is in the throes of a 
labor revolt that is apt to be more 
damaging to the welfare of the city 
than tbe earthquake and Ore of last 
year. Some 20,000 toilers belonging 
to tbo labor unions of different call­ 
ings are out on strike. 
1'ne entire 
street oar systems are tied up; tbe 
telephone system is also crippled by a 
walk-out of tho “ hello” girls, tbe 
metal and iron trades are at a stand­ 
still because of a shutdown by tbe 
employers in anticipation of a strike 
for shorter boars and more par. 'The 
street car men voted to strike Satur­ 
day night, because tbe Uuited Rail­ 
roads refused to acoede to the de­ 
mands of tbe employes for eTghx 
hours aud a flat rate or threap do^iarsj 
per day. 
This strike ctJtrjing. «mí the 
heels of an arbitration Of the "points 
in issue between tbe company and 
Jta employes, wbiob resulted in giving 
tlie men a material increase in .pay, 
and a substantial snm for baok wages, 
was interpreted by the officials of tbe 
company that it was impossible to 
keep step to tbe demands of tbe men 
and at tbe same time do justice to 
tbe stockholders. President Caiboan 
was flat-footed in declaring that tbe 
limit of concession bad been reached; 
that if the meq went out it would 
mean a permanent break witb the 
unioD. 
l’hey struok, however,, de­ 
pending upon tbe strength of pnm- 
bers, and tbe Intolerance of unionism 
wbiob bas held San Franoisco in its 
grip'for many years, to win tbe tight, 
it was not a struggle for a just wage. 
That question had already been 
passed upon by the arbitration board 
composed of high-minded men. The 
outcome serves to prove bow arbitrary 
and intolerant this labor organization 
had become, as the result of repeated 
raises in pay consequent upon strikes, 
or arbitration to avoid a strike. Cal­ 
houn realized that it was useless to 
try to satisfy tbe men. There was no 
stopping place for their demands, 
other than tbe copipiete surrender of 
tbe vast railroad system into tbeir 
bauds. 
He therefore heroically con­ 
cluded that tbe issue must be square­ 
ly .drawn—whether the company whose 
money was invested in tbe enterprise, 
or tbe carmen in its employ, should 
manage the property. Dike any busi­ 
ness man, he claimed tbe right to 
control bis ow d affairs, and be re­ 
solved to do so at all hazards. Amid 
all the turmoil and bloodshed of this 
unfortunate strife, tbere in one char­ 
acter tbat rises out of the struggle far 
above tbe average—namely Calhoun. 
He stands out firm and undaunted 
as tbe advocate of property rights, 
and for a return to tbe reign of law 
aod order, as opposed to mob vio­ 
lence. He knew tbe patb be tnus 
choose to take was strewn with 
danger and difficulties that might 
well appal the ordinary mao. His 
course meant Joss of business tor a 
time, destruction of property, and 
probably violence at tbe hands of an 
incensed mob of strikers aud their 
more frenzied sympathizers. 
But he 
deemed it the path of duty, the patb 
of ultimate peace aud safety, and 
therefore be unhesitatingly deter­ 
mined to walk therein. T 
. 
In striking contrast to bis acting is 
the conduct vt tbe carmen . at tbeir 
meeting'Satnrday night to vote on 
the question of strike or no strike. 
There was evidently a large, if not a 
clear majority, of the members against 
a walk-out. 
They wanted a secret 
ballot to deoide tbe issue. 
But the 
fire-eaters, tbe hotheads of the 
organization, would have the matter 
settled by a standing, vete, and the 
bulk of those opposed, fcq striking 
were atraid to show thélr colors. 
They went with tbe crowd, and 
actually voted to do tbe thing ¿bey 
did not want done. 
Such is tbe 
craven spirit generated by intoler­ 
ance and union despotism. 


A Peculiar Ruling. 
A singular situation has developed 
in relation to tbe sobool uensua. it 
appears tbat in some districts it has 
been tbe custom to include in tbe 
census ahlldren living in foreign 
countries whose parents reside within 
tbe sobool district. 
Snub children 
may never have been within tbe 
boundaries of tbe school district m 
wbloh tbey are listed, and yet, 
because of tbe reaidcboe of tbe 
parents tbey are included just tbe 
same as children actually living witb 
tbeir parents fn the -school .district, 
in one or two districts this method 
of eh ami ration has been adopted lu 
years past, 
in a population like 
Amador, composed largely of foreign- 
born persons, tbere is a sufficient 
number of these non-resident children 
to make a material difference in tbe 
apportionment of school 
money. 
When the knowledge of tbe situation 
became known to tbe county superin­ 
tendent of schools, W. H. Ureeuhalgh, 
be referred tbe matter to the state 
superintendent, Mr. Hiatt. 
That 
official bas answered to tbe effect 
tbat children of residents, even 
tbongb actually living in Europe or 
some other foreign country, should 
be inoluded in tbe sobool oeusus; tbat 
tbe residence of tbe pareDts carries, 
for school census purposes, tbe resi­ 
dence of tbe children. 
This is a re­ 
markable doctrine to lay down, but 
tho aounty superintendent bas to 
abide by tbe decision of bis superior 
office. Of course it will benefit Ama­ 
dor oounty. In a number of sobooi 
districts a new census will be ordered, 
so as to iDctude these children, it 
was expected tbere would be a falling 
off in tbe number of census children 
in tbe oounty this year, but under 
this ruling tbe figures of last year 
will be maintained, witb possibly a 
slight increase. 
One main fact brought into the 
limelight by tbe rioting and bloodsbei 
in San Francisco is tbe orying need 
of a fearless and independent press 
in tbat distracted bleeding, oity. 
A 
firm stand in defending property and 
individual rights by an unbiased,fear­ 
less press would have done more tor 
tbe upbuilding of San Francisco tban 
a score of such so-called grafting 
prosecutions now in progress in that 
oity. 
Even in this reign of terror, 
witb bloodshed and lawlessness bold­ 
ing carnival, tbe press maintains an 
abject and compromising attitude.

Miners’ Union Wants Recognition. 
A move was made last Saturday by 
the Jackson Miners’ Union, W. F. M.. 
which has given birth to considerable 
discussion, and is variously inter­ 
preted. On that day a committee, 
authorized by the nuion, waited upon 
the superintendents ol the three 
mines in this vicinity, namely the 
Kennedy, Argonaut and Zeila, aud 
asked for the recognition of the 
union. The committee was composed 
of four persons, namely Samuel 
Harris, secretary ot the union; John 
Blackwell, Phil Huberts, and an Aus­ 
trian employed at the 
Argonaut. 
The request was not in the shape of a 
demand or ultimatum, and the inter­ 
view with the representatives of each 
mine was of the /nost friendly char­ 
acter. 
The committee was informed that 
the policy ot the companies hereto­ 
fore followed, not to discriminate 
either for or against the members of 
any lanor organization, would be 
probably strictly adhered to. 
It.is not believed that this step was 
intended as the forerunner in the 
event of a refusal of any labor trouble 
in this camp, it has started a lot of 
talk, but the causes which led up the 
action of the committee are not 
clearly understood. 
it appears that a union of tbe 
Industrial Workers of the World has 
been organized in this county, ibis 
is the outcome of the prolonged stay 
of Cbas. DemolJi, a walking delegate 
from Colorado, in this county. It is 
tbe socialist element, the radical wing 
of ' the labor organizations whose 
principles are symbolized by the red 
flag. The union takes id the entire 
county, aud it is reported to hare a 
membership ot something like 300. 
The W. F. M. does not look with 
favor upon tbe I. W. W. 
The latter 
were disinclined to join the old 
union; they wanted a union of their 
own. 
Tbe Western Federation, on 
the other hand, were opposed to tbe 
organization ot a rival union, con 
teudiDg that they should cast th6ii 
lot with the old-established body. 
However, the Industrial Workers 
have carried their point in establish­ 
ing their own organization. 
The elfeot ot recognition of either 
organization 
by the mine owners 
would bo the employment oDly ot 
members of the union recognized in 
the mines. It would torce all mine 
workers to join the nniun in order to 
get employment. 
To the outsider it looks like a con­ 
test for supremacy between the two 
labor unioDs. 
The headquarters ot 
the 1. W. W. are at the Summit house 
on Sutter hill. 
1,’he committee said they would Jike 
to have an answer by the 14th instant. 
This gave ample time for the diroctors 
of the respective companies to meet 
to consider the request, and officially 
detemine what action to take there­ 
on. 
The regular meeting of the 
miners’ unionVwill be held on Wed­ 
nesday, the 14th, at which time the 
answer of the companies will be 
reported and discussed. 
No labor 
trouble is expected to arise on this 
score, but tbe uncertainty over tbe 
situation has a depressing ettect.
